France proper and provides for the 
suppression within ten years of all 
orders actually holdin; an authoriza­ 
tion to teach.

Little Rock. Ark , March 29.—Last 
week was a week of storm s in A rkan­ 
sas. W ires arc still down in the north­ 
western part of the state and the ex­ 
tent of the dam age to property and 
the number of lives lost has not yet 
been ascertained. 
Eight deaths are 
thus far reported and the dam age to 
property will run up into the thous­ 
ands.

St. Louis, March 29.—Joseph Ralph 
Burton, senior United States senator 
from Kansas, was convicted by a jury 
In the United States district court on 
the charge of having accepted com­ 
pensation to protect the interests of 
the Rialto Grain A- Securities compa­ 
ny, of 8t. Louis, before the postoffice 
departm ent. 
The jury deliberated for­ 
ty-one hours. 
A motion for a new trial was imme­ 
diately filed by the counsel for the 
senator. 
Senator Burton went direct­ 
ly from the courtroom to the Southern 
hotel after the verdict was rendered, 
and retired to his room for rest. 
Af­ 
ter a tim e he went to the hotel lobby 
and sat around talking with friends 
who occasionally dropped in. 
Appar­ 
ently i.e was very nervous, and his 
appearance was worn, the anxiety of 
the past week having very perceptibly 
left its effect. 
When asked if he had 
anything to say concerning the ver­ 
dict, he hesitated a few m om ents, and 
then with a gesture of his hand, said: 
“I refer all inquiries to my atto r­ 
neys. 
You certainly appreciate the 
situation and understand that I have 
nothing to say.”

The Senate Is Anxious T hat It Will 
Net Delay A djournm ent. 


W ashington, M arch 29.—The senate 
com m ittee on rules is today consider­ 
ing the resolution offered by Senator 
Hoar in relation to the im peachm ent 
of Judge Charles F. Swayne, of the 
northern district of Florida. 
This res­ 
olution Instructed the com m ittee to 
Investigate and report w hether the 
case can be heard by a com m ittee of 
the senate instead of having to he 
conducted before the bar of the sen­ 
ate, which latter course would delay 
adjournm ent 
There is little doubt, 
it is said, that the com m ittee will re­ 
port that the authority to take testi­ 
mony in the case can be delegated by 
the senate to a com mittee of its own 
members which may report at the 
next s Tsion of congress if it is im­ 
possible to conclude In tim e for an 
early adjournm ent of the present ses­ 
sion.
